Bousing. 

In  June  the  Council,  having  had  plans,  specifications  and  bills 
of  q.uantity  prepared  went  to  tender  for  six  traditional  type  houses 
at  Ladycross  ancl  two  at  kaxworthy.  Bo  tender  were  received  for  thase 
nousas . 

rlans  were>  ready  for  four  traditional  houses  at  Broadvvooii  filfaga 
out  in  vievj  of  the  experience  at  Ladycross  end  kaxv/orthy,  it  Vjas 
d^ciaed  not  to  proceed  further  with  this  scheme. 

It  Was  eventually  decided  that  houses  of  a non-tradit ional 
Character,  to  be  erected  by  an  outside  firm,  woula  have  to  be  erected. 
Cornish  Unix  Bouses  were  decided  upon  and  tenders  for  Ladycross  and 
iiaxworthy  wer-i^  invited  in  Bovember.

Hour  Statutory  notices  w^^rc  servL-d  and  complied  with.  Rive 
cot  cages  were  repaired  as  thu  result  of  informal  notices. 

i’he  Council  sc.rv..d  a Statutory  notice  under  Section  ■}  i of  th.^ 
Housing  Act,  193^?  respect  of  an  Agricultural  workers  Cottage  at 
Broadv\/ood.  The  Council  wore  not  satisfied  that  tho  repairs  which 
tn^  Cwn^r  j^roposed  to  carry  out  would  make  the  Cottage  habitable. 
Tho  Gounc  xl  accepted  an  undertaking  tiiac  the  oo  ctage  would  not  be 
Uov^d  for  numan  habitation  but  as  a store. 


Building  Lie e nc e s . 

Luring  tne  year  the  Council  became  the  authority  foi’  issuing 
Building  Li^encas.  Up  to  the  end  of  September  tne  weekly  average  had 
been  0^150,  from  Hnd  October  tne  maximum  Ceiling  was  reduced  to  £40  a 
v/eijk  - a figure  wnich  makes  it  impossible  to  have  necessery  repairtD 
carried  out  especially  in  a district  where  thure  is  only  one  resident 
mason  xiid  almost  all  repairs  have  to  be  curried  out  by  Town  firms  wicn 
their  auded  cost  for  travelling.
